(Continued from First Page) 
south of the road from the Superior 
Oil company's well George P. Getty 
has staked a location lor a well on 
his one-acre lease. The propert; 
between the Getty well and the ro&f 
is held by the Midway Northern Oil 
company. In order to protect itr 
lease it will be necessary for thi: 
company to drill immediately be­ 
tween the two wells. The lease ad­ 
joining on the east is also held by 
the Midway Northern. It is op­ 
posite one of the new Chanslor Mid­ 
way wells. Thla will call for an 
offset, and in turn will force the 
Hub into drilling on its lease, which 
adjoins that of the Midway North­ 
ern on the east.

Peterson, of the Peterson-Barker 
syndicate, is carrying the drilling 
still farther south and has put tna 
terial on the ground for a well on 
Acacia street, between Narbonne 
and Pennsylvania.

A mile east of the Midway North­ 
ern group, and just south of the 
Long Beach -Redondo boulevard 
(which is no longer a boulevard but 
a badly cut-up road traveled every 
minute of the day by oil trucks 
oil operators and sightseers), and 
a block east of Western avenue 
the Sentinel Oil company is prepar­ 
ing to drill on its big lease. ThU 
well is a quarter of a mile south of 
the Standard's Dominguez No. 1 
which will be spudded in August 2 
Going still-farther east and a block 
north of Ocean avenue, in the Key 
stone district, the Shell Oil com 
pany has staked out the location 
for its first well on the east side of 
Torrance.

Big Field Now
Behind all this activity there la, of 

course, the complying with leas< 
agreements, but it shows that thr 
companies have complete confidence 
in the southeasterly extension of the 
Torrance field. Less than 90 dayr 
ago there was not a drilling well Ir 
this section of the field.

The proven area of the Torrance 
field is now three and a half mile? 
long and virtually a mile wide, but 
these measurements are not expect­ 
ed to stand long with the new wells- 
going' down.

Seeking an improvement In the 
water service in Torrance, a special 
committee of the directors of thr 
Chamber of Commerce will report 
next Tuesday on the results of their 
investigations into the advisability 
of the purchase of the water com­ 
pany by the city of Torrance.

The directors Tuesday Instructed 
Directors Lancaster. Hines and 
Parks to confer with officials of 
the water company and to make a 
thorough investigation of the mat­ 
ter and to report next week.

The directors did net. express 
themselves as either for or again*' 
purchase of the water company, but 
the question was brought forward 
because of the increasingly insistent 
demands for adequate service In the 
city.

Mr. Osbnrn Speak* 
M. R. Osburn, president of the 

Dominguez Land company, was pres­ 
ent at his first meeting as a di­ 
rector of the Chamber of Commerce. 
Mr. Osburn declared that the finan­ 
cial condition of the water company 
prohibits the expenditure of money 
for improvements in local service 
He declared that the officials of 
the company have in mind no price 
at which they would sell. He alsr 
asserted that he believed the city 
will do well to buy the company 
now, before increase in population 
has appreciated the value of the 
water company and automatically 
raised its value.

P. G. Briney expressed the opin­ 
ion that an appraisal should be 
made of the water company's phys­ 
ical assets and that some basis of 
negotiations might be reached.

Obligations $206,000 
Mr. Osburn stated that the com­ 

pany has outstanding bonds to the

extent of |115.tO. that there 
outstanding $3e,tM worth of cap! 
tal stock, and that the debts of th 
company total *Cl.Mu.

Dr. Lancaster saW he believed 1 
inadvisable for the city to conside 
old debts of the company in an 
proponed purchase price.

Mr. Osburn reiterated that th 
company is not putting a price on 
itself, bnt is willing to start negoti 
ationa with an appraisal.

The directors* committee will re­ 
port on the coot of such an ap­ 
praisal.

Seek Better Serriee
The question of improved wate 

service has been discussed with 
minor degree of vehemence during 
the past two weeks. Residents 
Amopola street and vicinity hav 
brought the nutter of inadequat 
service to the   attention of th 
trustees twice daring the past two 
weeks. City Engineer Jessap, act 
Ing under instructions from the 
trustees, has consn'ted with water 
company officials In an endeavor t 
secure larger pipe lines to districts 
inadequately tened.

But the company, as set forth 
by Mr. lX*urs. is not financially 
sMe to nuke extended hnprove- 
raents.

Several directors at Tuesday': 
meeting declared the belief tha 
adequate water service is of more 
importance to the city than street 
lights, and averred that if pre­ 
cedence were given to any bondins 
propositions and a fair price eoulc 
be agreed upon, water bonds should 
be voted ahead of lighting bonds

William T. Kinsman asserted that 
all of the proposed bonding author 
ixations would be more certain to 
carry at the polls if the city would 
first see to it that oil drilling is 
prohibited in .the residence district
